Advisory panel 
backs state on 
Mission control

Lompoc’s Advisory Committee on 
Planning, voted 14-9 last night to support 
efforts by the State Parks and Recrea­ 
tion Department to gain control over 215 
acres in front of La Purisima Mission 
Park 
The vote on the question came shortly 
after 11 p m to end nearly four hours of 
debate and clear the way for funding 
proposals that are already included in 
the state s 1977-78 fiscal budget 
Committee chairman Art Hibbitts 
forshadowed the length of the meeting 
when he prefaced his opening remarks 
with the declaration that he was 
prepared to take testimony until mid­ 
night or later if necessary in order to 
conclude the matter 
Committee member John Bullock's 
motion gained a second, but had to withs­ 
tand more than an hour of debate and the 
abortive challenge of several amend­ 
ments before opposition evaporated and 
the vote was taken 
"We the members of this committee." 
Bullock's motion read, “recommend La 
Purisim a Mission Park must be 
preserved as it is in agricultural produc­ 
tion and hereby support the state park 
department in its efforts to attain that 
preservation by any means, the least 
desirable of which would be outright 
purchase " 
A proposed amendment by William 
Kick that the state action be limited to 
the acquisition of development rights 
agreements 
failed 
to win support 
Development rights agreements were 
one of the options open to the state, ac­ 
cording to Richard May. chief of the 
park department's acquisition branch 
May fielded questions for more than 
three hours 
before Bullock made his 
motion 
Under the development rights method 
of acquisition the owners would retain 
ownership of the land, but give up 
forever their right to develop the land for 
anything except for current uses Much 
of the land is being farmed, but three 
small parcels are homesites The fate of 
the homesites under the various methods 
of acquisition was not immediately 
clear. 
Vocal opposition came from Henry 
Rivaldi. John Ferguson, Mary Smith and 
Frederic Starbuck Starbuck, who owns 
25 acres, said a brief* caucus with the 
property owners during intermission in­ 
dicated a consensus against condemna­ 
tion proceedings by the state to acquire 
th e 
p r o p e r t i e s , 
a g a i n s t 
o u t r ig h t 
p u rc h a s e of »hr land by the state and 
against the acquisition of development 
rights 
Instead 
Starbuck said the owners 
were willing to petition for a change in 
zoning to 40-AL. or zoning that would 
permit only one home per 40 acres Pre­ 
sent zoning would permit homes on one 
acre in most of the area and one home on 
five acres in a small portion of the land 
sought by the state 
Smith who owns 40 acres attacked the

She didn’t 
elaborate on what course her opposition 
would take 
Ferguson, who lives with his family on 
a one-acre homesite attempted to dis­ 
count the threat of home development in 
the area by noting that his home was 
built 15 years ago, another is 25 years old 
and the youngest of the three in front of 
the mission is one and a half years old 
Committee member Bob Campbell 
said he favored agriculture for the area, 
but was critical of the government’s 
proposed acquisition program 
May told the committee and the 
audience that there was $682,000 in the 
budget for the acquisition and that the 
main objective of the state was to 
preserve the agricultural nature of the 
land against the threat of subdivision. 
The only way the state could guarantee 
the environmental integrity of the mis­ 
sion entrance was to gain control over 
the properties, he said 
May said the state could gain control 
bv one of the following options: 
liacquire the land in fee (outright 
purchase with no mortgage), and the 
probability of leasing the land back to in­ 
dividuals for farming purposes. 2i con­ 
demnation, or court action to buy the 
property according to a price set by the 
courts based on appraised value: 3) con­ 
demnation of development 
rights 
acquiring of development rights based on 
court stipulated prices. 4) the acquisi­ 
tion of development rights. May said the 
latter was the most desirable 
\t the outset. May said the state 
developed a strong interest in acquiring 
land around the mission entrance about 
15 vears ago He said the state was "very 
concerned about the possible expansion 
of Lompoc M 
Later May said. 
We’ve seen some of 
the finest park resources in California 
disappear." and then added that the 
agriculture preserve process was not an 
absolute guarantee against development 
Under the a g ricu ltu re preserve 
program, mandated by the Williamson 
Act. prime agricultural land of 40 acres 
or more can be placed in the program 
and taxed, not on its appraised market 
value 
as is customary, but on the 
production from the land 
Bullock had his motion all typed out 
and ready to go when the right moment 
came 
"We the members of the Lompoc 
Citizens Advisorv Committee recognize 
that the La Purisima Mission located 
northeast of the City of Lompoc is one of 
the few remaining California Missions 
which today retains its authentic historic 
atmosphere Tt is indeed a rare Califor­ 
nia landmark enjoyed by local residents 
as well as by some 150,000 annual 
visitors 
We realized that two factors 
give La Purisima Mission its intrinsic 
\alue 
The actual mission grounds in­ 
cluding plants buildings and open spaces 
and equally 
important, the rural 
agricultural lands surrounding the mis­ 
sion 
Without this pastoral buffer of 
agriculture land the uniqueness and in­ 
tegrity of the mission itself would be 
lost 
The State Park Department which 
owns and operates La Purisima Mission 
is concerned that the land adjacent to the 
park propert\ on its southerlv boundary 
as it is currently zoned and legislated by 
the County of Santa Barbara will not 
fo re v e r m ain tain its ru ra l a t ­ 
mosphere 
" And the crucial part of the 
motion concluded the recommendation 
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Carter signs public works,

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WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Carter today signed a $4 billion public 
works bill to create 600.000 new jobs and 
also signed a bill authorizing $20 billion 
in revenue sharing funds 
"We've still got a long way to go' 
before the economy recovers. Carter 
warned at the Rose Garden ceremony 
attended by congressional and labor 
leaders, governors and mayors 
C arter hailed the public works 
program, a key element in his fiscal 
recovery strategy, as a move 
to start 
our national economy to a normal 
growth in prosperity. 
The Labor Department has estimated 
the public works program, which will be 
administered at the state and local level 
will create at least 300.000 jobs in the 
construction industry and an additional 
300.000 jobs in related industries. 
Carter said the unemployment rate 
had dropped 1 per cent since he took of­ 
fice but said it was not a tribute to his ad­ 
ministration but a return of consumer 
and business confidence in the fiscal out­ 
look of the nation 
The general revenue sharing bill 
releases $20 billion in funds for states 
and localities 
Those crowded around Carter included 
Vice President Walter Mondale, George 
Meany. president of the AFL-CIO, and 
Commerce Secretary Juanita Kreps 
Mrs Kreps praised the public works

Vandenberg pilot to enter famed, 
final Powder Puff Derby event

Eileen Hansen Wyckoff. of 1104 
Cypress Ave , Vandenberg Air Force 
Base dipped into the exciting world of 
pilot training four years ago "as a mat­ 
ter of self-defense " 
The decision to undertake the training 
was the outgrowth of frequent family air 
trips with her husband and their two 
children 
“I wanted to be able to set the plane 
down safely if anything happened,’ she 
said Wednesday as she prepared for 
another chapter in her career entry in 
the Powder Puff Derby, the 30th and 
final edition of an all-woman air race 
that has captivated the imagination of a 
generation of women 
She and co-pilot Linda Schreck a flight 
instructor formerly of Lompoc and now 
of Fresno, will leave Lompoc Airport 
June 28 en route for Palm Springs Air­ 
port and the July 1 start of the historic 
event 
Sponsors of the all-woman air race had 
announced that last year's event was to 
be the last, but they agreed later to stage 
one more at the request of the Smithso­ 
nian Institution. Wyckoff said 
The 
revival will round out 30 years. 
Wyckoff likes to draw a parallel 
between the age of the event and the vin­ 
tage of her single engine, four-place 
Beechcraft Basic Bonanza that she has 
dubbed Chiquita Bonanza They’re the 
same age. although the Beechcraft'» sl­ 


eek looks belie it 
Wyckoff reflected on her early beginn­ 
ings noting that she and her husband. 
Robert, and their children, Steven, 13 
and Lynne. 10. have done a lot of 
Weekend flying in the west and crossed 
the nation, back and forth, three times 
"That plane is our family camper." 
she said Wednesday as she recalled the 
past 
Wyckoff began her training at 
Vandenberg Aero Club, earned her 
private pilot s license and is rounding out 
her fourth year of flying She's logged 
more than 200 hours in the air 
She and Schreck will share flying 
chores during the four-day, all-daylight 
flight 
N ighttim e stopovers are 
scheduled for four cities 


Schreck grew up in Santa Maria and 
turned to flying thre«“ years ago with en­ 
couragement from her mother, who had 
taken flight 
training briefly years 
earlier Schreck has logged a little over 
1 000 air hours and works as a certified 
flight instructor in Fresno In addition to 
a private license she owns a commercial 
license and certificates for multi-engine 
and instrument flying 


When Wyckoff and Schreck take off 
from Palm Springs Airport on July 1. 
they’ll pit their combined 
1.200-plus 
hours of air experience against the rigors 
of 2.190 air miles and a final stop at 
Thomasville. Fla , which has some un­ 
certain accommodations 
The women 
sav there is no hotel or motel nearby, a 


fact that may mean they’ll have to bed 
down 
under the wing " to cope with the 
latter possibility they'll carry sleeping 
bags in addition to a large quantity and 
variety of food The women already have 
motel accommodations 
reserved 
for 
stops at El Paso and Dallas. 
They have tine-tuned their plane, 
groomed their minds and prepared their 
air charts for the trip, but they are frank 
to admit they have not done well at all in 
one category of the preparations It’s 
money that has defied them 
Despite the glamor of the event, 
despite the publicity that has almost 
sought them out, sponsors willing to 
finance part of the trip have been pain­ 
fully absent 
In short, the two women 
will be taking off. with a bothersome 
debt of $1.000 or more waiting for them 
when they return 
There will be bills for fuel, entry fees 
and for food and lodging during the trip 
Although the last plane will touch down 
in Tampa on the Fourth of July, they’ll 
have to stay over for two more days for 
the annual awards banquet 
Finances for the trip must come out of 
their own pockets, because prizes are 
small and a secondary aspect of the com­ 
petition 
"As far as prizes are con­ 
cerned. it’s the fun of going on the trip, 
that’s the real thrill." Wyckoff said 
What does her family think about all 
this’’ 
They’re 100 per cent behind us." 
Wyckoff said

WASHINGTON (U P I) — Richard Nix 
on, reminiscing on the foreign policy he 
saw as the hallmark of his presidency, 
says detente and his own "godfather 
firmness kept Israel in line and avoided 
confrontation with the Soviet Union in 
the 1973 Mideast War 
Obviously at ease and apparently hap­ 
py discussing with British broadcaster 
David Frost Thursday night the foreign 
policy he regarded as his best contribu­ 
tion to history, the former President pic­ 
tured himself 
not Henry Kissinger — 
as the man who made the big decisions 
Kissinger, Nixon said, was a genius, 
but brooded about decisions after they 
were made and had his head turned by 
starlets and Georgetown parties 
Nixon explained why he put the nation 
on nuclear alert in 1973 — while Israel 
and the Arabs were engaged in the Yom 
Kippur war 
Nixon said Egypt, once the fighting 
turned in Israel’s favor, asked for "a 
joint American-Soviet force to come in 
and keep the peace 
Nrxon said he regarded the idea as 
"sheer madness .’’ 
But Nixon said, he got an "ominous 
note from Brezhnev saying the Soviets 
would move into the Mideast by 
themselves if the United States did not 
participate 
It was then 
Nixon said, that he 
ordered the alert 
"It was because we did not want to 
have major powers rubbing together in a 
critical area of the world like the 
Mideast." he said "It was because of 
that, that I decided that we had to take a 
strong position ” 
Nixon said the move worked — 
deterred the Soviets 
because of 
detente, and because Brezhnev knew 
from previous conversations that "we 
would not tolerate actions which would 
destroy Israel ’’ 
Nixon, in a scathing put-down of 
American intelligence capabilities, said 
he had been told just before the war 
broke out that an attack was unlikely 
"which shows you the brilliance of our 
intelligence " 
And during the war. he said, he was 
able to dissuade Israel from destroying 
Egypt’s 3rd Army through a little reaso­ 
ning 
" If I may paraphrase from the God­ 
father,’’’ he said "W e gave them an of­ 
fer. ah. that they, ah, could not refuse ’’’

He said it was he — not Kissinger 
who conceived the idea of developing 
friendly relations with China in 1971, a 
move widely regarded as the most 
significant accomplishment of his 
presidency 


" I was the one, as he (Kissinger) of 
course agrees, who raised the issue and 
kept pressing the issue." Nixon said 
"Bu t he pursued it with enormous 
enthusiasm ’’ 


Nixon said Mao was in control of his 
country even in 1972 after he apparently 
suffered a partial stroke 
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Strange things are happening

The simulated spill will be an­ 
nounced without warning —

Meanwhile 
it has been an­ 
nounced the State and county 
are in agreement on the 
wording of new proposed condi­ 
tions for the onshore oil and gas 
processing plant that Exxon. 
I S A apparently doesn't want 
to build in Las Flores Canyon, 
preferring to continue with 
plans to build offshore under 
F'ederal permit The conditions 
would tie Exxon production — 
and tanker operations — to 
limited production, pendng a 
decision whether an onshore 
pipeline would be feasible to 
take the place of tankers 


Finally, without Exxon even 
asking for an extension of time 
on its county permits in Las 
Flores Canyon, the County 
Planning Commission has now- 
voted unanimously to grant 
t two-year 
extension beyond 
the current May 27 deadline 


The Planning Commission’s 
recommendation which now 
goes to the Board of Super­ 
visors was for extension of per­ 
mits for an electrical substa­ 
tion and beach area pipelines to 
Platform Hondo off the Refugio 
coast 


B o a rd of S u p e r v is o rs 
chairman Harrell Fletcher in­ 
itiated the request for the con­ 
tinuance explaining he felt Ex­ 
xon wouldn’t do it on its own 
Fletcher, of Santa Maria, ex­ 
plained he felt the continuance 
would be in the public interest 
in that an onshore facility 
would mean more in the way of 
tax benefits and employment 
for the county 


Expiration of the permits 
would mean that Exxon would 
have to start all over again 
in 
getting any onshore plant ap­ 
proved he explained, and this 
could be an argument used b\ 
the company to stay offshore 
where county environmental 
controls would not apply and 
tax benefits would be nil 


As for the simulated oil spill 
— and Clean Seas. Inc response 
Reynolds said the Coast 
Guard would act as “ referee 
to determine effectiveness of 
the oil industry cooperative s 
response

For the first time since a 1975 
frost in Brazil sent coffee 
prices percolating beyond the 
reach of the average caffeine 
addict’s pot, a major U S 
roaster has turned the burner 
down 


Folger Coffee Co 
cut its 
wholesale price on ground cof­ 
fee by 25 cents a pound Thurs­ 
day, pulling it down to $4 18 
from record high of $4 46 


The Cincinnati based firm — 
the nation’s second largest 
roaster — cited a recent decline 
in the price of green beans in 
announcing the cut. but con­ 
sumers will not notice the dif­ 
ference On March 30. Folgers 
boosted its wholesale price by 
25 cents a pound in a move not 
yet reflected at the retail level 
A spokesman for the compa 
ny said Thursday's rollback 
“ will avoid the necessity of the 
previous increase being passed 
along to consumers 
and not 


result in lower shelf prices in 
most stores." 
Before Brazil s inflationary 
freezeout, coffee retailed in the 
United States at $1 29 a pound 
Other roasters reacted cau­ 
tiously to the Folger move, 
which followed reports of a 10 
to 25 per cent decline in coffee

Timber com panies prohibited from 
cutting trees in proposed park 


N ew prison building plans toned down 


SACRAMENTO (DPI) - At 
the urging of environmentalists 
and the C arter administration 
the Board of Forestry voted 
la te T h u rs d a y to p ro h ib it 
tim ber companies from cutting 
redwoods that may be included 
in 
an e x p a n d e d 
R edw ood 
National Park 
After a 10-hour hearing, the 
- 
board decided to support state 
Forester Lew\s Moran's earlier 
denial of three applications to 
cut tim b e r on 86 a c re s of 
p riv a te land bo rdering the 
54.000-acre federal park on 
California s North Coast 
The n in e - m e m b e r b oard 
voted 6-3. 5-4 and 6-3 to place a 
six-month logging moratorium 
on the three areas But it said if 
Congress didn't act to expand 
the park by November the ap­ 
plications would be re c o n ­ 
sidered 
Opposing the move represen­ 
tatives of the lumber industry 
contended that the board did 
not have the power to stop logg­ 
ing operations just because it 
thought the park in Humboldt 
County would be expanded 
Alfred Merrill, chief forester 
for Louisiana-Pacific Corp 
said m o re th an 900 local 
workers would be 
thrown nut 
in the street'' if Congress ap­ 
proved a 48.000-acre expansion 
of the park and forced the com­ 
pany to discontinue logging 
operations there 
R ic h a rd C u rry , ch ief of 
legislation for the National 
Park Service in Washington 
D C , u rged the bo ard to 
prohibit cutting of redwoods 
that might be included in the 
park 
“You can’t put the trees back 
up." the Carter administration

Few communities can boast 
of a national historic land­ 
m ark right in their own 
backyard. 
Lompoc can. 
La Purisima Mission State 
Park was officially designated 
a national landmark in March 
of 1971. A plaque can be found 
on the Mission grounds at­ 
testing to this fact. 
La Purisima Mission was 
founded Dec. 8. 1787 in south 
Lom poc. 
An earth qu ake 
destroyed the original mission 
in 1912. The present Mission 
was authentically restored 
during the 1930 depression 
years by the Civilian Conser­ 
vation Corps. 
This Sunday, the annual Mis­ 
sion Fiesta will be held beginn­ 
ing with Mass at 11 a.m. with 
singing by the La Purisima 
choir in the Mission chapel. 


The traditional free serving of 
beans, tortillas and coffee will 
take place from noon to 1 p.m. 
Entertainment with a Spanish 
and Mexican theme will follow 
until 4 p.m. 
A unique highlight of this 
year's annual celebration will 
be the reunion of members of 
the Civilian Conservation 
Corps who worked so diligent­ 
ly on restoration of the Mis­ 
sion during those depression 
years. Their monument stands 
today as one of the most in­ 
teresting of the California 
chain of Missions. 


We welcome these former 
CCC workers to what we hope 
will be an annual reunion of 
their forces.

have been 
arrested This happens to be exactly cor­ 
rect If he had dismissed John Mitchell 
sav 
at the end of June 1972 on the 
grounds that hts office was the 
animating force behind the break-in. the 
Watergate scandal would have ended 
there and then 
2 The strangest reaction to the Nixon 
broadcast is the incessant emphasis on 
the money he is making out of it There is 
*alk that he will net a million dollars by 
the time he is through Let us consider 
mat He will by the time he is through, 
have appeared for a stretch of six hours 
of television time 
The preliminary 
ratings by the Neilsen Corporation show 
that the Nixon interview attracted ap­ 
proximately one-half the television 
viewers in the nation 
At $250 100 per hour and one half, ad- 
dressmg nalt 
the nation's television 
viewers Richard Nixon is being cheated 
Sonny and Cher and Bob Hope would 
hdve been remunerated at a higher rate 
if thev achieved those ratings Any Roll­ 
ing Stone would have looked at the profit 
monev and iired his agent Muhammad 
All would have wondered whether there 
were a couple of zeros missing from the 
check Nor is this all Sonny and Cher 
(<in do whatever it is they do next week 
ad mtimtum ad nauseutn Bob Hope has 
been at it two generations The Rolling 
Stones threaten to outlast Ed Sullivan 


Muhammad All will have to await the 
development of a new weapons system to 
stop him 
Richard Nixon will never again speak 
as he spoke to Frost the other night about 
the Mrigle most lurid most fascinating 
political scandal in American history Is 
it implicitly charged that he should have 
done it for nothing" He was not only 
deposed from office, losing salary and 
most perquisites He was disbarred He 
is sued bv every ideological ambulance 
chaser in the country People who stum­ 
ble into a pot hole in the DMZ in 1990 will 
end up suing Richard Nixon Is it really a 
valid cause of resentment that he should 
be paid money which could never begin 
to pay the cost of his endless fight to pre­ 
sent his case to history'’ 
3 The program, in the opinion of this 
viewer, was highly revealing It showed 
Richard Nixon to be different from his 
predecessors in one special respect As 
an abuser of Executive power he doesn’t 
begin to match FDR. just as an example 
As a molester of other people s rights. 
L B J and JF K are clearly his superiors 
As a man loyal to his cronies, he cannot 
compare with Harry Truman 
Here is what he distinctively proved to 
he stupid He was incapable of reason­ 
ing simply from a position taken, over to 
the consequences of taking it He could 
not see that by flogging the hounds of 
justice and urging them hotly to sniff out 
wrongdoing, he was setting these hounds 
upon himself 
He was stupid to fail to understand 
that the great movement in government 
was away from Executive supremacy, in 
the direction of legislative supremacy, 
and that therefore the tapes were bound 
to be given over to the prosecutors by the 
Supreme Court 


He was stupid to believe that the 
prestige of the Presidency could survive 
the exposure of years of barracks talk in 
the Oval Office 


And. he proved the other night, he was 
not resourceful enough even after these 
months of introspection and pain 
to 
devise a comprehensive formula for giv­ 
ing his case to the people It is his crown­ 
ing failure that Nixon isn’t really as bad 
as he makes himself out to be

Richard Sprague A 
few congressmen got together over 
chicken dinner at Washington s Oakland 
Inn to hear Sprague's side of the con­ 
troversy 


Sprague argued the need tor an in­ 
vestigation of the John F Kennedy and 
Martin Luther King assassinations The 
reference to the venerated black leader 
according to witnesses brought a snort 
from Ashbrook 
Time and money 
should not be wasted 
he grumped 
"investigating the murder of some 
nigger ’’ 


Ashbrook denied that he had ever '.ud 
anything of the sort He would never use 
language like that, he told us 
even in 
joking " Vet others who attended the 
dinner recalled the remark clearly 
It is against the unwritten rules of the 
House for one member to disparage 
another in public Most of the witnesses 
therefore, didn’t want to be identified 
Only Sprague was willing to be named 


When 
we q u estio n ed him , 
he 
acknowledged that he had heard 
Ashbrook’s derogatory remark about the 
slain civil rights leader 
We learned that Sprague had also kept 
notes of the dinner meeting, so we pres­ 
sed him to consult his notes His notes 
verified that Ashbrook had made the 
remark. Others confirmed that they had 
also heard the same thing 
Others said they had not heard the con­ 
troversial (’rack but couldn’t deny that 
Ashbrook had made it They explained 
that sometimes several conversations 
were going on at the same time at the 
dinner table 
Rep John Rousselot. R-Calif who at­ 
tended the dinner, told us that he had not 
heard the remark and that it would have 
been un< haracteristic of Ashbrook to 
make it 
AcutalK the Ohio congressman has a

Flush out those that run 


Even if your town has had its 
share of rainfall this year, we 
are facing a water shortage in 
many areas. 
Yours may be 
next. 
In m ost 
hom es, 
the 
biggest user of water is the flush 
toilet. And if it’s not working 
properly, it can be a waste. A 
toilet that continues to run all 
the time should be fixed. We’ll 
include some hints on this but 
first would like you to know how 
the gadget works, and then 
you’ll find fixing a bit easier. 
When 
you 
push 
the 
handle 
down, it raises a long trip lever 
that in turn pulls up lift wires 
that raise a tank ball. This ball 
has been resting in a hole in the 
bottom of the tank, and when 
lifted, the water can run out to 
clean the bowl below. Mean­ 
while, in the tank, the float ball 
has been doing its thing — 
floating 
— 
until 
the 
water 
suddenly leaves it, and so it 
drops. When it does, the float 
arm moves down and opens a 
valve in the ballcock assem bly 
to let water enter the tank. The 
tank ball now falls back down to 
close the hole so the tank starts 
filling. When the water raises 
the 
float 
ball 
back 
up 
far 
enough, the arm 
closes the 
va lv e, and incom ing w ater 
stops. Now you know how the 
toilet flushes.

the tank lid off, look to see if 
water 
is 
running 
over 
the 
overflow tube. If so, reach in 
and lift up on the float arm. If 
the water stops, you have the

imagine. This indicates that the 
float doesn’t ride properly on 
the water to be able to shut off 
the valve. Bend the rod down 


slightly and see if that doesn’t 
do it. If not, check to be sure the 
ball 
doesn’t 
rub 
against 
something 
that 
prevents 
its 
rising. Also, be sure there’s no 
leak in the ball.

Looking beyond the reference letters

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
You need “help,’’ someone to 
watch your children while 
you’re at work or shopping or 
whatever 


So you put an ad in the local 
paper and pretty soon you’re 
sitting across from Ms. Pop- 
pins, apple-cheeked, the es­ 
sence of reliability and decen­ 
cy with references to prove it. 


But is she reliable? And who 
s a y s 
t h o s e 
l e t t e r s of 
r e c o m m e n d a t i o n 
a r e 
legitimate? 


Several New York employ­ 
ment agencies specializing in 
domestic help provided some 
tips recently to help you 
decide. 


First of all, don’t overlook 
your c h i l d r e n ’s p e r c e p ­ 
tiveness. providing they’re old 
enough to assess more than a 
rubber ducky. 


Have them around while 
you’re interviewing because 
when Ms. Poppins leaves, 


chances are they’ll volunteer 
something. “ I don't like her” 
casts a dubious light on a 
warm and loving working 
relationship 


As to your own perception, 
pay attention not only to what 
Ms. Poppins is saying — how 
she l oves G o d ’s l i t t l e 
creatures and sunsets make 
her misty-eyed — but how 
she’s saying it. “Read” her 
body language. According to 
Andrea Forrest, a former 
store detective with Lord & 
Taylor, now a polygrapher or 
lie detector specialist, you 
may learn something 


“ Everyone’s nervous at the 
beginning of an interview,” 
she says, “but if that con­ 
t i n u e s 
t h r o u g h o u t , 
something’s wrong ” Maybe 
Ms Poppins is afraid you’ll 
unearth her predilection for 
elderberry wine, or the way 
little silver ashtrays and 
brooches seem to end up in 
her safety deposit box. 
Let’s say you ask her if 
she’s ever spanked children

And by all means do that. 
Check at least two employ­ 
ment references in addition, 
possibly, to a c ha rac te r 
reference from a doctor, 
teacher or member of the 
clergy who’s known Ms Pop­ 
pins over a period of years 


Invest in some postage and 
then write to them all — never 
mind that Ms Poppins gave 
you letters from them — and 
supply a stamped, self- 
addressed envelope so they 
can write back and say, yes, 
Ms Poppins is a peach. 


Then follow up with a phone 
call, if possible. Occasionally, 
we’re told, former employers 
hesitate to put negative 
opinions in writing 
Maybe 
Ms 
Poppins was more a 
lemon than a peach and her 
last employer was delighted 
to be rid of her When you and 
she get to chatting on the 
phone, she may just own up to 
that. 


If, after all, Ms Poppins 
does get the job, it’s a good 
idea to have her start on a 
weekend so you, she and the 
kids can start reacting to each 
other 


Who knows? Maybe you’ll 
find her tendency to drift up 
towards the ceiling is going to 
drive you up a wall, Eietter to 
know now, when you can 
suddenly r e m e mb er that 
you’re moving to Pensacola a 
week from Tuesday and 
couldn't expect her to com­ 
mute

DEAR DR LAM B - I hope 
you can help me. because the 
way I feel now. it's not worth 
living Some years ago 1 had 
headaches and crying spells 
It was called a depression I 
took pills for that and was all 
right until recently 
I moved into a new home 
and fixed everything the way.I 
wanted it but now I cry all the 
time and I don’t feel at home 
What causes a depression' 
Please tell me what 1 can do 
about it. I am 64 years old 
D EA R R E A D ER - You are 
far ahead of most people with 
similar disorders You know 
what you have and have some 
understanding of it. Depres­ 
sion is a common disorder and 
it occurs with varying degrees 
of severity 
You should get some help 
Go see your doctor and let him 
guide you 
People with a 
depression are often unable to 
re a lly help them selves. 
Someone outside often needs 
to take the i n i t i a t i v e 
Medicines, some of which you 
have had before, are very 
helpful in such a situation and 
you may profit with some 
professional counseling 
to 
help you cope with the un­ 
derlying factors that may 
cause you to have a depres­ 
sion 
What causes a depression9 
Authorities have different 
theories about it. If I were to 
single out one factor it would 
be the individual’s own depen­ 
dent nature. All of us have 
some degree of dependency, 
and need support from family, 
friends or church 
The person prone to depres­ 
sion tends to be more depen­ 
dent and is less able to

derstanding is really needed 
in any given case. 
A change in environment, 
including moving into a new- 
house or a change in job 
situations may precipitate a 
depression in a person who 
has the dynamics to have one

Liability of lost check book 


Q What's my liability if my checkbook 
is lost or stolen and someone writes 
checks against my account’’ — R F , 
Richmond. Va. 


A. If someone forges your signature on 
a lost or stolen check, the bank would be 
liable for negotiating a check with an im­ 
proper signature. The bank then would 
return the check to the store or whatever 
place accepted it without proper iden­ 
tification 
The store or person would 
have to absorb the loss 


The Federal Deposit Insurance Cor­ 
poration says stores and other places of 
business have been hit with a high 
percentage of bad checks lately and 
that’s why you might find it hard to cash 
a check where you’re not known 


Even though the bank and the place of 
business that accepted your forged check 
are liable for the amount, you should 
report all lost checks immediately It 
can cause a monumental mess in your 
account and, of course, raises the cost of 
doing business which you eventually 
have to pay Some tips on how to protect 
your checking account: 


1) Know where your checkbook is at all 
times. Don’t leave it in your car, your 
desk drawer or any other place unless it 
is locked Don’t carry more checks than 
you need 


2i Never endorse a check until you are 
in the bank. 
3) 
Don’t leave deposit slips around 
They have your name and number and 
can be used by thieves to drain your ac­ 
count. 


4) 
Reconcile your bank account every 
month to monitor what’s going on If 
some checks are stolen without your 
knowledge, it could be some time before 
you 
rea liz e 
that 
th ieves are 
systematically depleting your funds 


Q In a column you wrote about some 
insurance companies that give discounts 
to drivers who don’t smoke, you said: 
“ It’s curious that few. if any. insurance 
companies give discounts to motorisists 
who are non-drinkers.’’ The Preferred 
Risk Mutual Insurance Company writes 
automobile, life and home insurance 
policies exclusively for people who abs­ 
tain or who are total non-drinkers. The 
company operates through agents in 30 
states and is now insuring approximately 
300,000 non-drinkers. — H.W.B., 
Preferred Risk Mutual. Des Moines, la. 


A Thanks for the information. But, 
again. 1 must tell readers to shop around 
for insurance policies to make sure that 
one company's “ discount’’ is not some 
other company’s regular price 
It 
stands to reason that a non-drinker 
should be a better risk for automobile in­ 
surance But it doesn’t always work out 
that way. Check the states 


Q We are considering paying off our 
home mortgage and have been told we 
would have to pay a penalty. Is this pos­ 
sible0 — F R Kansas City. Mo. 


A It certainly is A lot depends on how 
long you’ve had the mortgage. If it's fair­ 
ly new. some lenders will charge a pre­ 
payment penalty 
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But a mortgage that has been with you 
over a good number of years shouldn't 
have a penalty clause. If it does. I ’m sure 
the lender would be glad to drop it This 
is because your initial interest rate was 
probably something in the 6 to 7 per cent 
range while current interest rates are 9 
per cent plus. If you pay up your 
mortgage, they can lend your money out 
to someone else and get more profit on 
it. 


Check with a good accountant before 
you pay up a mortgage You can be los­ 
ing some valuable tax benefits

High school graduation time is upon 
us. There are usually mixed feelings — 
happiness at the achievement and anx­ 
iety about college and how it’s to be paid 
for. 


You can pay close to $3,000 a year for 
tuition, room and board at a state univer­ 
sity and you can easily pay $5,000 a year 
for a private college. That’s $12,000 to 
$20,000 for the full four-year enrollment; 
probably more because prices are going 
up swiftly every year. 


And have you tried to get grants or 
scholarships lately0 You either have to 
be a card-carrying poor person or have a 
student’s brain something akin to a No­ 
ble Prize-winner’s. 


There is another way to get a solid 
college education and actually make 
money while you’re doing it. I call it 
“ Military Tech” or “ Office U.” These 
are the education programs offered by 
the military and the ones offered by 
private industry and other government 
employers 


First, let s look at what the military 
has to offer The so-called “ volunteer 
force" (enlistment without the draft) is 
in trouble and the services are offering 
excellent, paid higher education deals to 
get recruits, especially at the enlisted 
person level Some samples: 


The Army You can join the Army 
as an enlisted person and sign on for 
“ Projec t Ahead ’’ This offers up to two 
years of college credits through the Ar­ 
my’s own. college-level accredited 
courses (freei combined with courses 
you take through more than 1,000 
colleges and universities as a part-time

student The Army pays 75 per cent of 
the cost for any outside college or un­ 
iversity courses you take. And you only 
have to enlist foV a three-year hitch to 
get all this. 


— The Air Force You can enroll in the 
“ Community College of the Air Force 
and get an accredited Associate Science 
(two-year) degree 
Again, you work 
through the service’s own, college-level 
training programs 
(free) and local 
college and university courses (75 per 
cent paid by the Air Force). The I niver- 
sity of Maryland handles all the courses 
for the Air Force overseas. Enlistment 
period is four years. 


— The Navy. Even if you’re out cruis­ 
ing around on a ship, the Navy offers you 
college-level courses in its PA CE 
(Program for Afloat College Education), 
some of which are free and some of 
which (non-Navy) are 75 per cent paid 
for by the Navv On Navy bases, you get 
a similar deal in the “ Navy Campus for 
Achievement Program ’’ You can get 
two years’ college credits during a four- 
year enlistment 


— ROTC scholarships 
These are 
highly competitive because the services, 
if you are accepted, pay all your four- 
year tuition at any college or university 
you choose and pay you a monthly sti­ 
pend to handle room and board expenses 
When you’re finished, you must put in 
four years as an officer to pay the ser­ 
vice back 
But you get graduate-level 
education plus a salary There are three- 
and two-year scholarships as well and 
you shouid start looking into these this 
summer for application next fall 


New G I Bill During your three- 
year Army enlisted hitch or four-year 
Navv or Air Force enlistment, you can 
contribute a minimum of $50 a month on 
up to $75 a month toward your continuing 
education when you get out of service 
The services match your ante dollar for 
dollar and “ raise you one 
They put in 
$2 for every $1 you contribute so you can 
get a maximum of $8,100 education 
credit when you get out

This morning, while driving 
to work, and listening to my 
CB, I heard a “ 10-three 
three". I had just arrived at 
the parking lot, so I listened 
briefly to the resoonses As 
you d guess they came quickly. 
I had a meeting, so I 
couldn’t wait to learn what 
followed, but it occurred to

R E A C T was the first 
organization of its kind The 
Radio Emergency Affiliated 
Citizens Teams were created 
to monitor CB channels for 
emergencies and then to 
forward the messages to the 
proper authorities 
ALERT (Affiliated League 
of Emergency Radio Teams) 
was formed later with

The hotels of Hawaii 


HONOLULU (K FS) — Everybody 
loves a lover, but how do “ nice" 
Hawaiian hotels handle unmarried cou­ 
ples who reserve as Mr and Mrs. but 
who haven't really tied any knots? 
Very well, as a matter of course But 
at least two of them, the Waiakea and 
the Mauna Kea. have cottoned to a bud­ 
ding travel trend and are prepard to be 
more than handsome hosts this summer. 
Sa> the word and they’ll turn themselves 
into full time 
working cupids to help 
mainland visitors who aren’t married 
but want to be And just so that not a 
minite is wasted, they've even had staff 
members certified to issue marriage 
licenses 
Hawaiian honeymoons have been a 
four-star attraction almost as long as 
June has rhymed with moon; however, 
the new thing with out-of-staters is to 
start the wedding trip before the wed­ 
ding so that they can arrive here and 
hold the ceremony someplace so scenic 
it would turn on a pair of zombies. 
For some brides, it’s. “ Why carry a 
bouquet of daisies when you can stand in 
a bower of orchids0’’ Other couples are 
just as ready to trade-in a chapel or city 
hall for a waterfall or an outdoor aisle 
that’s really a hanging bridge lined with 
flaming tiki torches. And probably not 
entirely overlooked is the fact that get­ 
ting married Haw?aiian-style can mean a 
lot of beauty for little money. 
Both the facts and the figures have 
their attractions Waiakea. for example, 
is a low-rise resort hotel situated in a 12- 
acre tropical garden bordering a 
storybook lagoon on the “ Big Island." 
Hawaii 
Lots of couples like the orchid gar­ 
den. but we also have a bridge with 
waterfalls behind it and lots of other 


spots," says Carol Bissen. Waiakea’s 
newly appointed wedding arranger and 
license issuer. For guests, it’s pick the 
setting of your choice and call on Carol 
Bissen to make arrangements — both for 
no charge Couples, indeed, could wind 
up spending only $8 for the license and 
$20 to $25 for a preacher Of course, 
almost all add other traditional touches. 
I guess the majority bring their own 
wedding clothes, but you can — if you 
like — order a holoku," Bissen says 
That s the old Hawaiian wedding 
gown 
a long loose, flowing cotton dress 
with high neck and leg-of-mutton sl­ 
eeves. Custom-made it adds about $50 to 
your costs. Then there’s another $10 to 
outfit the groom with a traditional red 
sash to wear with his own open-necked 
white shirt and white trousers Flower 
leis (five strands of jasmine for the 
bride, pungent green “ maile" leaves for 
the greem) are the next closest thing to a 
necessity and run about $20 for both 
Waiakea’s room rates are from $33 to 
$41 a day (with suites available at higher 
prices), and bridal couples stay for vary­ 
ing lengths of time 
Muana Kea, which is the elaborate and 
highly touted Rockefeller resort that’s 
also on Hawaii, has much steeper rates 
$120 to $150 a day including breakfast 
and dinner However, these prices didn’t 
faze one California bride and groom who 
recently brought an intimate little party 
of 25 guests to witness their big day For 
some reason, the popular choice at the 
Muana Kea is a sunset wedding on the 
third hole of the golf course, according to 
Marvylynn Price, who assists with such 
arrangements. 
There’s no hotel or consultant to help 
at the famous Fern Grotto on the smaller 
island of Kauai 
However, there is a 
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marriage license agent stationed there, 
since that’s where the marrying mood 
seems to strike a lot of visitors. 
Advance planners, though, are likely to 
wind up getting married on Oahu, across 
the island from Waikiki Beach at 
Waimea Falls Park A tropical preserve 
(no hotel) covering some 1,800 acres, it 
started listing itself in the Honolulu 
Yellow Pages under “ Wedding Chapels 
and “ Wedding Consultants," As a result 
it now gets out-of-state long-distance in­ 
quiries almost every week and, of the 10 
to 12 weddings in the park each month, 
about a quarter are visitors from the 
mainland 
Waimea boasts of tiki-torch lit night 
weddings beside a waterfall, as well as 
spectacular sunset ceremonies in a lush 
green meadow where hibiscus-covered 
picnic tables can be laid to serve cham­ 
pagne. cake and canapes to virtually any 
number of guests 
There’s a $25 grounds fee, which is 
waived if the couple chooses to have the 
park staff cater a reception or even if 
only dinner for two is taken at the 
property s Proud Peacock Restaurant. 
Other arrangements — flowers, a 
photographer, choice of officiating 
authority — are up to the individuals, 
although the staff can supply recommen­ 
dations. A favorite $50 addition, they 
report, is a pair of singers who also 
strum away on the ukulele and guitar. 
(It's not illegal to be married without 
“ The Hawaiian Wedding Song." but 
you’d never guess it.) 
Lately, even the Hawaii Visitors 
Bureau has been getting into the act. So 
many 
inquiries come in that it now 
answers the “ How can we get married 
in Hawaii0" question with a printed fact 
sheet explaining the legal procedures

Lining up the perfect honeymoon hotel 
is, of course, a hard row to hoe even up 
close, although there’s no lack of can­ 
didates.

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Plants in the home... 
Giving plants a ‘vacation' 
by Elvin McDonald 


I have not only been on a repotting 
binge this spring, but I am also going to 
put as many of my house plants outdoors 
for the summer as possible Since I live 
in a Manhattan high-rise apartment, this 
means that for the next few weekends 
my family and I will be riding to the 
country looking like a greenhouse on 
wheels 
The reason I am going to give my 
plants a vacation outdoors is that most of 
them benefit enormously from exposure 
to fresh air. plenty of light and warm 
rains 
It's generally safe to put house plants 
outdoors as soon as there is no danger of 
frost If you don't know the average date 
of frost-free weather in your area, ask a 
neighbor who gardens or someone who

works in a plant shop or garden center 
In northwestern Connecticut where I do 
my outdoor gardening, we consider 
Memorial Day as the all-clear date for 
planting all the warm-weather things, 
not just house plants, but flowers such as 
petunias and zinnias, and vegetables 
such as tom atoes, sw eet peppers, 
eggplant and squash 
If the season seems settled a week or 
two before May 30th, I may risk putting 
out things like camellia. English ivy and 
star-of-Bethlehem campanulas that can 
survive chilling 
A few days later, 
providing a warming trend holds, I go 
ahead and put out geraniums, impatiens. 
fuchsias and semperflorens begonias. 
But where real tropicals are concerned 
orchids, bromeliads, lipstick vine, 
philodendron and caladium, for example 
I wait until nighttime temperatures 
seldom fall below 60F 
Other than frost, the chief danger in 
putting house plants outdoors is that they 
will be over-exposed to hot sun and 
strong winds, especially during the first 
week or two Even plants that have been 
growing indoors in full sun. such as 
desert cacti, jade plant and geraniums, 
will burn if they are put directly outdoors 
in a place where the sun shines on them 
all day. You can avoid this by first put­ 
ting them on a porch or under shade 
trees for a few days until they are con­ 
ditioned to the open air and then moving 
to more sun 
The only plants I wouldn’t put outdoors 
are miniatures like Sinningia pusilla and 
Begonia prismatocarpa. I enjoy having 
African violets and gloxinias on the 
porch where we eat most of our meals on 
summer weekends, but I find thev fare

W indow boxes are a w onderful way to d eco rate 


th e outside o f y o u r house w ith b eautiful plants. 


poorly when placed where strong winds 
and rains strike the fuzzy, brittle leaves 
and fragile flowers. 
House plants outdoors usually need 
more watering than they require indoors 
and somewhat less sun Group individual 
pots smaller than 6 inches in diameter in 
planter boxes with moist peat moss 
packed between 
F’rotect them from 
hard winds, especially salt spray if you 
live near the ocean; gentle breezes, on 
the other hand, strengthen the stems If 
you are planning to hang plants from the 
branches of a strong tree, as I am going 
to do with my orchids and bromeliads, 
arborists say it is better to drill a clean 
hole through the branch and use an eye- 
bolt rather than to tie a wire around the 
branch itself 
Most of my smaller plants, say those in 
pots 7 inches or smaller in diameter, will 
go into window boxes all across the front 
of the house 
While I have nothing 
against the traditional boxes filled with 
geraniums and variegated vinca spilling 
over the edges, what I really enjoy most 
is an assortment of several kinds of 
flowering things plus some colorful 
foliage plants 


For window boxes that are mostly 
shaded from midday and early afternoon 
sun, I like to use fuchsias, impatiens 
(have you seen the new double called 
Faneifrills'M, lobelia, begonias such as 
rex. R eiger and tu b ero u s-ro o ted , 
caladiums, coleus and star-of-Bethlehem 
campanulas In more sun. I use dwarf 
marigolds, Joseph’s-coat alternanthera. 
annual phlox, verbena, geraniums, cacti 
and other succulents, 
semperflorens 
begonias, petunias and the sweet-scented 
flowering tobacco known as Dwarf White 
Bedder mcotiana

Jordan, a reluctant hero at 
best,

re n d ere d r e p o rte r who 
sometimes cares more about 
getting home on time than 
getting the big scoop He is a 
writer who finds writing pure 
agony and so finds every 
possible excuse to postpone 
his confrontation

typewriter and a blank piece

The novel is ingeniously 
plotted and the climax — the
